Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research 

Scholarships 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1931. A reappointment may be made for 
not more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 
appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a scholar. 


Grants 

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the 
assistance of research into the causation, treatment, or 
prevention of disease. Preference will be given, other 
things being equal, to members of the medical profession 
and to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine. 


Conditions of Award: Applications 

Applications for Scholarships and Grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 23rd, 1931, on the pre- 
scribed form, a copy of which will be supplied on applica- 
tion to the Medical Secretary of the Association, B.M.A. 
House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 

Applicants are required to furnish the names of three 
referees who are competent to speak as to their capacity 
for the research contemplated.

A meeting of the City Division was held at the Mildmay 
Hospital, Bethnal Green, on February 3rd. There was a large 
attendance of members and visitors, and a very interesting 
evening resulted. 

Mr. Stpney Boyp read a paper on the diagnosis of acute 
abdominal conditions. He began by stressing the importance 
of early diagnosis, and pointed out that accurate diagnosis 
was sometimes easier in the early stages of the disease. The 
history of the case was important, but it should not prejudice 
the practitioner if the physical signs were well defined and 
pointed in an opposite direction. The differentiation of acute 
abdominal diseases from extra-abdominal diseases was then 
discussed, acute thoracic conditions (usually basal pneumonia 
or diaphragmatic pleurisy), coronary infarction, lead colic, 
and locomotor ataxia being mentioned as especially likely to 
cause confusion. Mr. Boyd subsequently went on to classify 
acute abdominal conditions under six headings, and discussed 
points of diagnosis under each in some detail. The groups 
were: inflammation of organs, leading at first to localized 
peritonitis, and possibly later to diffuse or even generalized 
peritonitis, acute perforation, acute intestinal obstructions, 
intraperitoneal haemorrhage, torsion of tumours and organs, 
and colics. 

The paper stimulated a keen discussion, and Mr. Boyd 
replied. to various points raised. A hearty vote of thanks to 
Mr. Boyd was proposed by Dr. Brian Brown and seconded 
by Dr. Davis, and the hospital authorities were thanked 
for their hospitality to the Division. 


On February 13th Mr. Acton Davis gave one of his much- 
appreciated clinical afternoons at the Metropolitan Hospital, 
Kingsland Road, when a series of fracture cases was exhibited 
and the methods of operation and end-results of treatment 
were discussed by the Division. Interesting cases in_ the 
wards were afterwards shown, most of the members attending.

Duncan C. L. Fitzwittiams, surgeon to Mount Vernon 
Hospital for Cancer Research, gave an address on radium 
treatment of cancer of the breast. ’ 

The lecturer described the various forms of radium, and 
said that except where a special plant was available the only 
form of radium which need be considered was the needle or 
tube. Applicators were no longer used, because they were 
wasteful of radium, and it was more conveniently applied as 
needles. In treating the breast he had had the best results 
by using two interstitial applications and one surface applica- 
tion. He dealt with the treatment of primary carcinoma, and 
then worked through the various stages to the fungating 
ulcers, and showed both by lantern slides and by photographs 
how they cleared up. He laid stress on the fact that patients 
with metastases eventually died of cancer, as it was impossible 
to follow up every nodule. Nevertheless, he said, metastases 
could be cured provided they were accessible. In conclusion, 
Mr. Fitzwilliams gave a brief summary of the work done 
in other parts of the body, with notes on the results. 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Dr. McTurk, which was 
seconded by Mr. Vincent Patric, who said it was particu- 
larly interesting to have a lecture from one who had been 
working on radium before the war, and not merely during 
the boom ’’ period. 


National Insurance 


INSURANCE SCHEMES 

DEPUTATION TO MINISTERS 

The Minister of Health and the Minister of Labour lately 
received a deputation from the Trades Union Congress General 
Council regarding the health and pensions and unemployment 
insurance schemes. Sir Malcolm Delevingne was present on 
behalf of the Home Secretary. The object of the deputation 
was to draw the attention of the Government to three resolu- 
tions passed at the Trades Union Congress held at Nottingham 
last September. The first resolution urged that the rates 
of benefit payable under the national health insurance scheme 
should be made equal to the unemployment insurance benefits 
ind that dependants’ allowances should be paid as under the 
unemployment insurance scheme. second resolution 
advocated the improvement and co-ordination of the insurance 
medical services. Mr. Bevin and Sir Thomas Legge, who 
supported this resolution, said that the medical service at 
present provided under the national health insurance scheme 
Was unsatisfactory in many respects. Under the present 
system practitioners could not be abreast of the latest 
advances in medical knowledge. There was need especially 
f earlier diagnosis of industrial diseases and of better 
cilities at medical schools for the teaching of industrial 
wedicine. They urged that the Government should arrange 
br a full discussion of the whole subject between the Trades 
Union Congress General Council and the British Medical Asso- 
ation. The third résolution asked that the salary limit of 
:250 for non-manual workers in national health and unemploy- 
hent insurance should be increased to £500.

see an extension of the scope of health insurance, but this 
was largely a question of finance, and if the necessary money 
were available he thought that other classes of persons might 
have a greater claim to inclusion in the scheme. The suggested 
improvement in the rates of health insurance benefit also 
raised acutely the financial question. To do what the deputa- 
tion had suggested for men only would cost £8,000,000 a 
year. The question of the medical service provided under the 
health insurance scheme was one of great importance. He 
was in sympathy with much of what Mr. Bevin and Sir 
Thomas Legge had said, and it would be of assistance to 
him if the General Council would submit a memorandum 
setting out their views in detail. The deputation undertook 
that this would be done. 


Correspondence 


THE ASSOCIATION IN AUSTRALIA 

Str,—I had hoped that one of the Council members repre- 
senting Australia would have replied to Dr. E. S. Meyers’s 
letter in the Supplement of February 21st (p. 58). 

I am afraid Dr. Meyers has very much underrated the 
interest felt by the Organization Committee and the Council 
in the doings of our colleagues in Australia. Speaking from 
as intimate a knowledge of our relations with Australia as 
anyone who has not been fortunate enough to visit that 
Dominion, I can assure him and our other Australian members 
that on this side we have always been most anxious to help 
our Australian Branches in their internal organization to the 
utmost of our power, as witness the amount of time and 
expense we have devoted to meeting their wishes for incorpora- 
tion of Branches and for federation and affiliation in other 
Dominions. 

It is possible that Dr. Meyers has interpreted as lack cf 
interest our anxiety not to interfere unduly in proposals made 
by oversea areas with regard to their internal organization. 
While closely watching developments we have always felt that 
the local area knew best what organization it found to be 
most convenient, and it has been from policy, and not from 
lack of interest, that we have not made any amendments 
except those necessitated by the interests of the Association 
as a whole. © 

The question about the expenses of the proposed Federal 
Council is not as obvious as Dr. Meyers supposes. There 
has been nothing in the documents ; nor, before the December 
Council, could we ascertain from anyone personally why the 
Federal Council should involve much more expense than the 
existing Federal Committee. The Council, through its Finance 
Committee, is obliged to consider all the calls upon the Asso- 
ciation’s resources, and (quite rightly, in my opimion) it is 
reluctant to sanction fresh expense without full particulars as 
to the amount involved. 

Dr. Meyers, however, raises larger questions about a lack 
of interest in the opinions of our oversea members at the 
Annual and Representative Meetings, and his erroneous im- 
pressions should certainly not go uncorrected. He cannot be 
aware that a special afternoon has for some years been devoted 
at the Representative Meeting to enable the oversca repre- 
sentatives to bring forward any matters which may be of 
local or general interest to the Asscci¢tion. Special efforts 
have also been made by means of the Overseas Lunch, which 
is held privately before this session, to make oversea repre- 
sentatives personally acquainted with those at Headquarters, 
who may be able to help them by personal discussion during 
the meeting of any local or general difficulties. Though much 
has been done in detail in this way I can recall no occasion 
on which a representative from Australia has put up any 
topic of general interest to the Association ; and I can assure 
Dr. Meyers that were such an event to arise the Representative 
Meeting would be only too pleased to hear the views of our 
far-distant cousins. I hope he will persuade some colleague 
to come—or better, come himself—to the Eastbourne or the 
Centenary Meeting, and raise a general topic ; I am sure he 
would go back convinced, as we are here, that we are proud 
of our very large number of oversea members, and only too 
anxious to help them in any way in our power.-—1l am, etc.,
